MANAMA, Bahrain — Iraq said

Iraqi jet fighters raided a "large

The spokesman, quoted by the 
Iraqi Nows Agency in a dispatch 
monitored in Cyprus, said the raid 
at 8:30 p.m. scored "accurate and of- 
fectfve“Hil5" on the unidentiflFd 
ship. 

Earlier Sunday, Iranians in a 
speedboat approached the 39,915- 
ton tanker Petroship B and sprayed 
it_with machine-gun fire in Iran’s 
first attack on shipping in 10 days.

Mikhail Gorbachev suffered serious 
food poisoning during his Black Sea 
vacation and had to be hospitalized, 
the mass-circulation newspaper 
Bilc^reportcd Sunday.

principle, not sloth. The principle is: What

"nio principle pops up all over the place, 
os in our use of words. Kenner says we 
make more than 50 percent of our normal 
talk by recycling about 100 words. Feel 
inarticulate?

That was expounded in 1950 by George 

ideologist of clutter. He established tho ra-° 
tionality of the messy desk with this law:

messes accumulate for good reasons. 

Kenner says thot intelligent secretaries 
have long known that files in heavy use 
should not be rc-filed-that 80 percent of tho 
action involves 20 j»rcentof tho files. But 
the 80-20 rule actually inconveniences clut- 
tcrolopats such as Kennerhecauae, as 
noted in the 2963 “IBM Systema Journal," 
the 80-20 ruleapplies, in turn, to tho active

“I think we have to organize it so 
the dialogue will be fruitful, both 
for the mutual interests of our 
countries and peace in the Middle 

East," he said.

Perea declined to say if he would 
ask Shevardnadze to allow an Is- 
raeli delegation to establish a pres- 
ence in Moscow.

and say, ‘We accept the bona fidea of the

government would not be able to resist the pres- 
sure to Jegolize it" 

Among those trying to promote a political dia- 
logue to resolve the countr/s problems, there is a 
broad “assumption," Van der Merwe said, that

Blaine 
approves 
levy for 
schools

HAILEY — General property 
taxes to support the Blaine Coimty 
School District are up, the achoel 
override has been redu^ ty a vote 
of tho school board and an emer- 
gency levy to cover an enrollment to- 
creaM has been opproved. 

The net effect ia that taxes will bo 
slightly higher than patrons had ex- 
pected earlier this year, but will 
still be substantially lower than the 
amount the district could have 
levied. 

--The board has -voted an ener- - 
gency levy of $144,000 to cover costs 
of increased enrollment. 

All dietricta ore allowed to collect 
more taxes to cover increased 
textbook, transportation and other 
expenses to the district if m'ore stu- 
dents arc served. This year enroU- 
-mcnt-inthe-Blaine'DiBtricrBtands — 
at 2,134, up 94 students. 

However, the Blaine County 
School Board has reduced the 
amount of the $1.6 million school 

override approved by vo ters in April 

'by 21 percent. 

Last spring, the Idaho Legisla- 
ture changed the state's equaliza- 
tion formula, the manner in which 
the state calculates school funding. 
The change raised the cap on Blaine 
District property collections, allow- 
ing tho district to levy approxi- 
mately $337,649 more than antici- 
pated in general funds. 

The lo^ board has decided to-re- 
duce the override by the hhtwa 
amount, rather than collecting the 
additional money. “The board was 
being fiscally conservative,” said 
District Treasurer Lita Sullivan. It 
“took off exactly what we are in- 
creasing by the M&O levy." 

-The- Legislature approved -'the 
equalization formula to help schools 
that were dependent on an override 
each year because they lacked suffi- 
cient state aid and lo^ taxing au- 
thority to meet expenses, 

Blaine voters have passed large 
school levies seven years running, 
including $1.6 million dollars for 
the past three years. 

ln'1986rtho’$L6'million override 
tacked onto_property taxes com- 
puted to approximately $73 of tax 
per $60,000 of property value'. Thia 

year’s 21 percent cut in the amount 

of override tax means that property 
owncre will pay less "override" per 
$50,000 of property value, but close 
to tho same in overall property 
taxes. 

Last spring some Blolno County 
residents argued that a $60,000 
home in some counties could be a 
$200,000 home in Blaine County, 
meaning,. meaning that a $73. over-., 
ride figure there would be an.over- 
ride tax of $292 elsewhere.

Filer gives school breakfasts a trial run

FILER - Breakfast will bo served to Filer high 
school and middle school students on a triol basis 
beginning today. 

Filer becomes th'e_fourth a^s^ool district to 
serve breakfast. The program was introduced in 
Twin Falls High School l^t Pebniory. Breakfast 
is also served in tho Jerome, Caetlefotd and Rich- 
field schools and is also being introduced in some 
schools in Cassia County. 

The Filer School Board approved the triol pro- 
gram at its meeting last week 

Breakfast will be served for high school 
students, all junior high students and. on tho olo- 
mentaiy level, fifth grade students. If it’s 
successful, the program will bo expanded into ele- 
mentary grades one through four on Oct 12. 


Bob McGrew, junior high school principal, said 
the breakfast program has been considered for 
years. It suddenly became Important when the 
district moved iU physical.cducation’ciasses at 
the junior high from the morning to tho 
afternoon. 

"When PE wasJii.th&.moming children went 
out and ron around and got energized," ho soid. 
“Now wo have stroight class periods and teachers 
ore finding out some students ore evidently not 
eating breakfast By the second ond third poriodB 
they are 'dozing' off. They’re not as attentive." 

He colled brcolcfoat “a good idea, that will 
stort-ofr children with a nutritional program for, 
tho day." 

School officials believe there’ is a direct correla- 
tion between good nutrition and attention span, 
regular school ottondonce and physical 
performance. They aiiy breakfost is the molt im- 


portant meal of the day because it follows the 
longest period without food. The child is more 
alert and less fatigued, and there ore fewer disci- 
pline preblcme. 

If it proves a success, breakfast will be served 
throughout the year. If not, tho progrom will be 
stopped. — — — .• • - 

According to an official from the Twin Falla 
Food Service, 130 atudenta obtained breakfast 
after it was introduced, but tho number dropped 
to 80 by the end of the school year. 

The Filer school breakfast will consist of or- 
ange juice, choice of cereal or cinnamon roll, or a 
ham and cheese sandwich. Children can choose 
plain or chocolate milk. It will bo served from 7: 
60to8:20o.m.

Daughter waits for break

A lazy man's defense consists 
mainly in making the play that ap- 
pears not to cost a trick. Often there 
is a hidden cost; today's hand offers 
a good example. 

East wins his diamond ace and 
when South's king drops, a diamond 
return is very attractive. Not only 
. does It force South to use a trump, 
but it doesn't give away a trick — 
well, not an immediate trick. 

If East follows this course of least 
resistance. South ruffs the diamond 
return and crosses to dummy's 
-trump.king.to take a losing club fi- 
' nesse. Back comes another diamond 
to force another trump, but it 
doesn't hurl. South draws the 
trumps, collecting six trump win- 
ners to go with four clubs to total 10 
• tricks. 

East beats the game if he m.ikes- 
"IhlTwinning play at tricii two. The 
bidding marks South with an exccl- 
lent trump suit, one th at .should sur- 
Vive the forcing game. Therefore, 
East's best chance is to play for two 
spade winners before dummy's 
clubs arc ready to run. 

Instead of returning a diamond. 
East should shift to the spade jack 
at trick two. Dummy wins but the 
game loses. When West gets in with 
his king of clObs, he returns a spade 
and the defenders enjoy two spades, 
a club and a diamond for one down.

KETCHUM — Recently, aa peater numbera of Amcri-

Indeed, t^hnological advances in shoe manufactur* 

- ing have replaced fathomable words like canvas, rubber 
. and tread, with jargon like air bladder, gel pad, compres* 

. sion moulded EVA (ethylene vinyl acetate), double den* 

; si^ polyurethane, carbon, slip lost, board last, curve 

• l^t, straiglu lost 

Sudd^y, it seems, scientists and engineers arc build* 

ing athletic shoes In hopes'of'spoce-crplonitidn-liko” 
performance, sometimes with a spacc*shuttlc price. 

Is all this exploration just snappy gimmickry, or arc 
the shoes reaUy better for running? 

“Sure, some of it's hype,” says David Fitxgerald of the 
Elephant’s Perch in Kctchum. “^ut the shoes are better - 
now, no question” 

Fitzgerald points to threo specific improvements in 
the new space-age running shoes; lit, cushion from road 
shock and protection from irgurica. 

Bob Rosso, owner of the Perch, says that the most im- 
portant thing is to get the correct shoe Ibr your foot It's 
; also impormnt to remember that not every shoo fits all 
feet “&mo shoes arc definitely more popular than 
• others, but there isn't a single shoe that’s right for all

To demystify some of the current athletic shoe jargon,

slip lasted shoe gives the foot a better, aock*likc fit 
while a board lasted shoe provides more support.

Now that you’ve spent $80 or more on o running shoe, 
what con you do with it besides run? Can you wear it to 
aerobics class? “When people find out how comfortable 
running shoes are, they wear them around for every- 
thing and wreck them for running," Rosso says. Run- 
ning shoes, he soys, "definitely have a life span." 

Too many people hurt themselves by running in old 
shoes or using running shoes in other sports. With 
most, 500-8170 miles of running usually pounds much of ' 

tho life and most of the support out of shoes. 

Holland says that 3-6 months is generally the max- 
. imum life span for running shoes. 

"Running shoes are specifically designed for forward 
movement, not lateral movement," says Fitzgerald. 
"Tecriicaliy, you should have a different pair of shoes" 
for different activities, whether it's running, aerobics, 
basketball or racquetball.

Will running - improve my 
health and- incroaso my 
longevity?

However, it’s an 
aerobic activity that has proven

your risk of heart disease. A consia-' 
tent running program is no guaran- 
tee thatyoull live longer, but it will 
improve your quality of life. Here 
are some of tho health txincflts of a 
running program: 

• Your circulatory system be- 
comes more offident. Blood moves ' 
through, tho body more quickly and 
easily, making oxygen — tho body's 
fuel for energy — more readily avail- 
able to tho cells. A fit runner feels 
healthier because she has more 
energy, not just during her run but 
also for life's daily activities.

Fish oil — Its benefits have a flip side 

Consumers taking fish oil supplements with meals should bo 
aware of the potential for Vitomin E defidency, according to 
scientists at U.S. Dopartmont of Agriculture’s (U.S.D.A.) Human 
Nutrition Research Center on Aging at, T^ifts Univoraity. Fish oil 
has ottrocted increasing attention fbr its apparent ability to pre- 
vent blood from, dotting and to lower blood triglycerides and 
therefore to lower our risk for coronary artery disoosc. 

In tests with mice, fish oil reduced Vitamin E levels far more 
than corn oil and could have o similar ofTect on human diets. 
Mice'that got diets containing 6 percent fish oil needed “six to 
. seven times more Vitamin E in their feed to maintain tho same 
plasma levels" os did mice that got diets containing 5 percent 
com oil, according to the researcher Simin N. Meydani. 

Absence of \ntamin E in humans Is ossodoted with infertility,, 
degenerative changes in muscle or vascular abnormalides. Vita- 
mm E loss in ^ particularly^ troublesome since 

aging itself appears to iricre'dse the requirement for Vitatain E, 
tho researcher said.

(API - A 
widespread belief that moet parents 
who were abused as youngsters are 
destined to harm their own cMldren 
is unfounded, according to two Yale 
researchers. 

“Adults who were maltreated 
have been told so many timee that 
they will abuse their children, that, 
for some, it bos become o self-fulfill- 
ing propbeQ'," writes Edward 
— Zigler, a-Yale psychology professor,- 
and graduate student Joan 
Kaufman. 

“Many who have broken the cycle 
ore feeling like walking time 
bombs," fearing thaftbey' someday' 
may harm their children, the two 
said. 

Zigler, a respected child develop- 
ment expert, and Kaufman recently 
reviewed more than 40 orticlee in 
professional literature concerning 
child abuse research and found 
fault with many of the studies' 
methodologies. For example, some 
“wereTiot btSsed on groups represen- 
tative of tho etudy populotion, and 
some failed to use control groups to 
make comparisons, they said. 

The stupes reported widely diOcr- 
ingrates ofsbused childr^ who be- _ 
"came“abuBivo“"parehttr^ from 18 ‘ 
percent to at least 90 percent, the re- 
searchers wrote. 

— Using some of the studies os a 


base, Zigler and Kaufrnan esti- 
mated that between 26 percent and 
36 percent of abused children mal- 
treat their own offspring, and re- 
ported their estimate earlier this 
year in the American Journal of 
Orthopsychiatry. 

They relied heavily for their. fig- 
ure on one 1984 study that found 
that 34 percent of severely obiued 
mothers physically abused their 
-children.-Since'the sample in that 
study concerned mothera they 
considered to be highly at risk for 
abusing their children, tho psycholo- 
gists said they req^ned “that the in:_ 
te'rgenerational' hypothesis will bo 
confirmed in dess than one-third of 
all cases when more representative 
populations arc samples." 

An estimated 5 percent of parenta 
in .the general population - abuse 
their children, Kaufman said. 

“It is important thot we not give 
the impression that abuse doesn’t 
have bad effects. It does," she said. 
“Abuse can be devastating to ono’e 
sense of self. In fact, abused 
children are six times more likely to 
become abusive parents than par- 
ents in the general population.” 
j, A contributing factor to -child 
abuse is the prevalence of corporal 
punishment in America, Zigler sold. 

“About 97 percent of parents re- , 
port that they spank or hit their I 


children. In SwedSn, it is against 
the law for anyone to spank a child, 
including parents," Zigler said. 
“Obviously, although the law is 
practically unenforceable, Swedish 
iegislatora ore trying to give par- 
ents a message." 

The resear^ers pinpoibted sev- 
eral factors that apparently steer 
abused children away from later 
harming their own children. 

“Parents who did not.repeat the 
cycle of abuse tended to have more 
extensive support frem family ond 
friends and were more openly angry 
-obouttho abuse they experienced as- 
chitdren,” Kaufman said. “Not only 
could they describe that abuse In 
great detail, but they wore deter- 
mined not to abuse their own 
children." 

The ndn-ab.^ive parents dlso re- 
ported that at least one of their own 
piirents was loving and did not 
abuse them os children, or de- 
scribed a current spouse or lover os 
supportive, . . 

. . Counseling and therapy also 
helped, Kaufman said.

When we run 
or walk fast and breath faster, the 
nose doesn’t filter out the pollutants 
tho way it should and that condition 
caa cause’ lung lesions. The - 
conclusion: Wo probably shouldn’t 
run in polluted air. 

To figure out what harm pollut- 
ants in the air did to humans, the 
folks at Los Alamos took some rats,

Engler, clinical professor of orthope- 
dic surgery at the center, and a epe- 
cialiat in scoliosis and spinal 
deformities. 

While many states require 
scoliosia screening in public schools, 
the NYU physician sfressed. that 
parents also should be alert for its 
first signs: “Look for an elevation of 
one ahoulder, an abnormal protru- 
sion ofjsne scapula (shoulder blade), 
an abnormhl aJignment of the waist 
or prominence of one side of the 
pelvis." 

Scoliosis usually appears first at 
about age eight and is seen through- 
out the ropid growth years of 
adolescence; rarely, it con begin in 
adulthood. It can occur in the uppsr 
(thorocic) or lower (lumber) region 
of the spine; in both instances, the 
vertebrae begin to rotate, forcing 
the spine to curve laterally. In 75 
percent of the cases, the cause is 
unknown. Girls ore eight times 
likelier to be affected than boys, and 
a genetic factor is believed to play a 
role. 

If spotted early and treated 
properly, the-graduol curving of the 
spine con usually be halted without 
surgery, and later cardiac and respi- 
ratory problems can be avoided. 

For some children with minor 
scoliosis, only periodic observation 
is required. When treatment is 
— nereasaryi-it-rooet-ollcn-involves- 
wearing a brace for up to three 
years. "The brace forces the spine 
-into cnrrect alignme nt, and 
to grow straighter." said Engler. He. . 
added that the Milwaukee brace, 
which encases the back and comes 
up under the chin, has been largely 
replaced by a newer, less visible, un- 
derarm brace which can be worn un- 
der ordinary clothes. 

About 16 percent of scoliosis pa- j 
tients may need corrective surgery. I 
Such surgery involves implanting j 
one or more stainless steel rods 
alongside the spine ond attaching 
hooks to the vertebrae which pull .
